ASKED FOR RETURN 
OF MISSING YOUTH 


Son of Department Store 
Owner Thought by Police 
to Have Been Kidnaped at 
San Jose, Cal. 


By the Associated Press. 
SAN JOSE, Cal., Nov. 10.— 
Brooke Hart, 22-year-old son of A. 


J. Hart, San Jose department store 
proprietor, was reported by police 
today to have been kidnaped as he 
left the store late yesterday after- 
noon. 

The police disclosed that an 
anonymous telephone caller de- 
manded payment by the elder Hart 
of $40,000 “if you want to see your 
boy alive again.” Tony Barcelona, 
25, referred to by the police as an 
underworld character, was taken 
into custody for questioning and 
later released. 

About 10 o’clock last night the 
Hart home was called by telephone, 
police said, and the payment was 
demanded. Officers said the caller 
hung up without giving directions 
as to how he would collect the) 
money, if offered. The call waé6_ 
traced to a.public telephone booth 
in a large San Francisco hotel. 

At 1:30 a. m. today Hart’s car 
was found just off the Calaveras 
road, 10 miles northwest of San 
Jose, and officers were seeking to 
trace the kidnapers from _ there. 
The car was reported to the Sher- 
iff’s office by a rancher. 

The young man _ disappeared 
shortly after 5 p. m. yesterday, 
when he left his father’s depart- 
ment store to get his automobile 
at a parking station. Police ex- 
pressed the belief the kidnapers lay 
in wait for Hart at the parking 
station. 

Hart’s car was at the side of the 
highway leading to the Calaveras 
Dam region, 25 miles northeast of 
San Jose, where many deserted cot- 
tages are. On the strength of this, 
officers began a search of the Cala- 
veras area. Fingerprints on young 
Hart’s car were taken. 

Hart, who last September became 
a member of the firm of L. Hart 
& Son, owned by his father, was 
unusually punctual in his habits. 
When he failed to appear at home 
and had not been heard from for 
hours a search was instituted. 

Officers told of what was be- 
lieved to have been a previous at- 
tempt to kidnap young Hart.

$700,000 GRANT

St. Louis One of Centers 
Where Government In- 
tends to Put Drifting Un- 
employed to Work. 


A grant of $200,000 was made by 
the Federal Relief Administration 
at Washington today for establish- 
ment of work camps for transients 
at St. Louis, Kansas City, St. Jos- 
eph and Springfield, Mo. This is 
part of a national plan for dealing 
with the problem of transient un- 
employed. 

The State Relief and Recon- 
struction Commissicn will have 
charge of the Missouri camps, 
which will be similar, to a consid- 
erable degree, to the Citizen Con- 
servation Corps encampments. G. 
M. Gewinner, chairman of the com- 
mission’s Advisory Committee on 
Trainsients and director of the Bu- 
reau for Homeless Men here, be- 
lieves the grant is to cover expenses 
for November and December. 

Missouri’s camps will be opened 
in about a week, he said. Several 
sites in St. Louis County are under 
consideration for the local camp, 
which may handle from 150 to 350 
men and boys. If a place can be 
obtained with housing accommoda- 
tions, it will be preferred; other- 
wise the organization will erect its 
own barracks.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Evi- 
dence that there had been a write- 
up of more than $26,000,000 in one 
block of stock at formation of Gen- 
eral Theaters Equipment, Inc., in 
1929, was disclosed today by Senate 
investigators. 

Ferdinand Pecora, Banking Com- 
mittee counsel, \presented evidence 
that the G. T>.®. placed a value of 
$28,488,000 on stock acquired in the 
International Projector Corporation 
which had a book value of only 
$2,225,616. 

The stock was listed on the G. T. 
E. books at about $28.50 a share, 
though its book value was only 
$2.22 in the International ocmpany. 

Harley L. Clarke of Chicago, pres- 
ident of the G. T. E., agreed the 
stock had a book value of only $2.22 
according to figures presented to 
the Stock Exchange in listing the 
holding company stock. He said 
the value given the stock was based 
on “potential earning value,” but 
Pecora characterized the operation 
as a “writeup of more than $26,- 
000,000."” The G. T. E. is now in re- 
ceivership. 

International Projector. 

Clarke testified the 1,000,000 
shares of common stock of Inter- 
national on which the earnings for 
the previous year were only 63 cents 
a share were taken over by G. T. E. 
at a book value of $28.50 a share, 
or $28,488,000. He previously had 
estimated the value of the stock on 
the basis of its earnings at about 
$16. The witness estimated the 
value of the property acquired by 
the International at $6,000,000 or 
$7,000,000. 

(Clarke is president of Utilities 
Power & Light Corporation, the 
holding company for Laclede Gas 
Co. of St. Louis.) 

The testimony was preliminary to 
inquiry into* the Chase Securities 
Corporation’s disastrous financing 
of the G. T. E. 

According to the testimony, a 
group of bankers purchased stock in 
the International Projector Corpo- 
ration at the rate of $90 for blocks 
of one share of preferred and three 
common, and sold one share of pre- 
ferred and one of common to the 
public for $100. 

Bankers in the Deal. 

Clarke said the company issued 
200,000 shares of common stock and 
25,000 shares of preferred and that 
he got 125,000 shares of the com- 
mon, while the balance, together 
with the preferred, was sold to 
bankers for $2,250,000. 

The bankers, Clarke testified, 
were Pynchon & Co., brokers; West 
& Co., the Shermar Corporation, 
Wiggin’s personal company, and W. 
8S. Hammon & Co. 

The witness said the bankers paid 
$90 a share for the preferred, with 
the common thrown in. The Inter- 
national used $171,331 of the pro- 
ceeds, Clarke testified, for pur- 
chase of the Acme Motion Picture 
Projector Corporation. He said the 
International also paid $690,777 to 
acquire the assets of the Nicholas 
Power Co., Inc., another manufac- 
turer of motion picture machines. 

What the Public Held. 

The witness also related that, in 
the organization of General The- 
aters Equipment, Inc., a holding 
company, in August, 1929, he had 
exchanged “something less than 
600,000 shares” of International for 
the new stock on the basis of one 
for one and one-fourth shares. 

“Who owned 200,000 exchanged 
one for one—the public?” asked 
Pecora. “I would say so,” Clarke 
replied. 

Clarke said he was not a stock- 
holder in the Nicholas Power Co., 
but had made a loan to it. He 
added ha was interested in the 
Acme Co. Another $600,000, Clarke 
said, was paid for the Precision 
Machine Co., Inc., also a projector 
manufacturer. 

This money was equally divided, 
Clarke explained, between James 
A. Stillman, Edward H. Larkin, and 
himself as representative of other 
stockholders. 

Clarke said he negotiated with 
Wiggin's Shermar Corporation 
through Wiggin and Murray W. 
Dodge, Chase officer. The bankers,

Clarke said he was the 
principal organizer of G. T. E., 
which gave 1% shares of common 
for each share of common in Inter- 
national. This was the basis for 
exchanging 800,000 shares of Inter- 
national common, but 200,000 were 
exchanged one for one. Interna- 
tional had meanwhile increased its 
common from 200,000 to 1,000,000, it 
was developed. 

Clarke said his stock was ex- 
changed on the more advantageous 
basis, 1% for 1. Of the 800,000 ex- 
changed on that basis, Clarke said 
he owned “something less than 
600,000.” He contended all share- 
holders were given the same oppor- 
tunity, but not all of them took up 
the 1% for 1 offer and it was later 
withdrawn. 

National Theater Supply. 


Under the counsel’s questioning, 
Clarke then told of the formation 
of the National Theater Supply Co. 
in 1926. Organized to acquire 50 
stores selling theater equipment, 
Clarke said the company issued $1,- 
500,000 in bonds, 20,000 shares of 
preferred and 500,000 of common. 
The bonds, Clarke said, were sold 
at $90, to a group of bankers, in- 
cluding West, Hammons and A. B. 
Leach & Co. The West company is 
of Philadelphia, Hammons of Port- 
land, Me., and Leach of New York. 
Clarke testified the bankers 
bought 15,000 shares of the pre- 
ferred for $80 and he took the rest 
at the same price. The bankers 
took 120,000 shares of the common 
at 25 cents each, or $30,000, Clarke 
said, and he took 380,000 at $2.42, or 
$921,000. He explained the $2.42 he 
paid was an arbitrary figure to 
raise that much money. 

The Chase Securities Corporation, 
investment affiliate of the bank, 
and Wiggin’s personal company, the 
Shermar Corporation, participated 
in the underwriting of a securities 
issue for the General Theaters Cor- 
poration in 1929 which turned out 
to be a big financial flop. 

The committee has evidence of 
large losses by the Chase Securities 
Corporation in connection with a 
$30,000,000 bond issue for Géneral 
Theaters in 1930, in which Pynchon 
& Co., which lager failed, also fig- 
ured. 

The transactions involve many 
subsidiary and affiliated companies 
in which the General Theaters in- 
vested, including Fox Film and 
other moving picture corporations, 
investigators said.

EMPORIA BANKER 
FOUND GUILTY OF 
EMBEZZLEMENT 


of Broker-Accused in Bo- 
gus Bond Scandal, Con- 
victed on 12 Counts.

EMPORIA, Kan., Nov. 10.—War- 
ren W. Finney, 64-year-old Empo- 
ria banker, whose son, Ronald, is 


lar bogus bond scandal, was con- 
victed yesterday on 12 counts of an 
embezzlement charge by a District 
Court jury. 

Finney, president of two banks 
and manager of three telephone 
companies, originally was charged 
with embezzlements exceeding $75,- 
000. Dismissal of some of the 
counts reduced the amount to $63,- 
774, the total on which he was con- 
victed. 

The jury took the case late Tues- 
day. Wednesday night the jury 
foreman reported a_ verdict of 
guilty, but when a juror, Harry 
Bixler, started an explanation in- 
stead of answering directly as 
members were polled the _ trial 
Judge ordered a resumption of de- 
liberations. 

Exposed by Bond Fraud. 


Discussing the verdict last night, 
Bixler said he was slow in reach- 
ing a conclusion because “I had 
difficulty under the evidence to be- 
lieve that he (Finney) was 100 per 
cent a felon.” It appeared to Bix- 
ler that Finney’s “offenses were 
close to the border line of practices 
which are not held to be felonious.” 
Fred Gordon, jury foreman, said 
that only he and Bixler were for 
acquittal on the first ballot. Then 
Wednesday, according to Gordon, 
they, too, decided on conviction but 
when the jury appeared to report 
“Bixler didn’t consent to the ver- 
dict, so we had to go back.” 

A prison sentence of three to 50 
years is possible on each. count. 
Sentence was deferred. 

The bringing of charges against 
Ronald Finney, Topeka broker, was 
followed by the closing of Finney's 
banks here and at Neosho Falls, 
Kan., and subsequent investigation 
of the accounts resulted in the em- 
bezzlement charges. 


What State Contended. 

The State contended that Finney 
had overdrafts, wrote checks on 
funds which did not exist and trans- 
ferred funds to his own accounts 
from other sources, promising to re- 
place the money. 

The defepse contended that his 
conduct of telephone company ac- 
counts was allowable under an 
agreement, that persons other than 
Finney could write checks on his 
personal account and that in many 
cases where embezzlements were 
alleged no actual loss of money 
resulted. The defense also sought 
to show that he kept his promises 
to square accounts. 

In addition to Ronald Finney, 
those accused in the bogus bond 
scandal include his employe, le- 
land Caldwell and Tom Boyd, State 
Treasurer at the time of his arrest. 
Boyd resigned the office at the re- 
quest of Gov’ Alf M. Landon. 


SENATE COMMITTEE DECIDES

Governor Approves $30,000,000 Issue 


FRANKLIN FERRSS 
IES: EXJUDGE OF 
SUPREME. COURT 


Succumbs in La Jolla, Cal., 
at Age of 84—Served as 
General Counsel for St. 
Louis World Fair. 


Franklin Ferriss, former Judge of 
the Missouri Supreme Court and 
general counsel for the St. Louis 
World Fair in 1904, died today of 
infirmities at La Jolla, Cal., where 
he had resided for five years. He 
was 84 years old. 

Inactive in the practice of his 
profession in recent years, Judge 
Ferriss was remembered as a lead- 
ing personality in the city’s civic 
and legal affairs at the turn of the 
century and in the period immedi- 
ately following. His turn of mind 
away from bias, recognized by his 
associates in a common statement 
that he must have been born with 
the judicial temperament, led to 
his indorsement by counsel for both 
sides when he was appointed ref- 
eree in 1907 to conduct the pro- 
tracted hearings in the Govern- 
ment’s famous anti-trust suit 
against the original Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey. 

Judge Ferriss was born in Peru, 
N. Y., and came to St. Louis after 
his graduation from Cornell Uni- 
versity in 1873. Me studied law 
here at St. Louis University, mean- 
while teaching in a night school 
and collecting claims and investi- 
gating titles for lawyers. He began 
the practice of law in 1875. 

First Civic Activities. 

His first official position here 
was as a member of the old City 
Council from 1893 to 1897. As chair- 
man of the Council’s Committee on 
Public Relations he was credited 
with procuring the placement un- 
derground of downtown telephone 
and telegraph wires. Elected on the 
Republican ticket, he served as Cir- 
cuit Judge from 1898 to 1903, re- 
signing to accept appointment as 
general counsel for the Louisiana 
Purchase Exposition. 

For six years he managed the le- 
gal department of the World Fair, 
beginning in preparation for its 
opening and continuing through the 
post-exposition liquidation. Then 
he returned to private practice, in 
which, a student of commercial as 
well as legal problems, he had es- 
tablished a reputation as an expert 
in import matters developing af- 
ter the McKinley tariff went into 
effect and as counsel for the de- 
fendants in a series of railroad con- 
demnation suits. 

As referee in the Standard Oil 
case he examined testimony offered 
in all sections of the country and 
reported to the United States Dis- 
stric Court here. Three years af- 
ter this appointment he was _  ap- 
pointed Judge of the Supreme 
Court by Gov. Hadley to fill an un- 
expired term of two years. 

The appointment realized for 
Judge Ferriss a long-standing wish. 
When asked in 1913 if he would ac- 
cept organization support for the 
Republican nomination for Mayor, 
he said, “My ambition as far as 
public office is concerned is fully 
satisfied.” 


How He Met His Wife. 

In 1880 he married Elizabeth Si- 
mon, who survives him, after he 
met her at the home of her father, 
his client. In his lean days as a 
struggling lawyer he had been im- 
pressed with his responsibility in 
collecting a claim in Illinois for H. 
T. Simon, a prominent merchant. 
Taking seriously his instructions 
not to return without the money, 
he remained in the small Illinois 
town after the debtor had dismissed 
him, persisting day after day un- 
til he gained success. 

Pleased at his determination in 
a task that had seemed impossible, 
Simon asked him to dinner. The 
young lawyer was even more 
pleased at meeting his client’s 
daughter. A few years later they 
were married. 

As a young man Judge Ferriss 
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was interested in amateur athlet- 
ics. At Cornell he was captain of 
the crew. 

Tall, grave, courtly in manner, 
with a resonant voice, he estab- 
lished himself in his profession here 
quickly. As a Judge he made. a 
personal rule never to discuss cases 
in chambers, requesting lawyers 
to make their statements in open 
court. The best qualifications for 
a good Judge, he remarked often, 
were common sense and good na- 
ture. 

Widow, Two Sons Survive. 

Judge Ferriss. is survived by his 
widow, two sons, Henry T. Ferriss, 
executive vice-president of the 
First National Co., and Hugh M. 
Ferriss of New York, architectural 
designer, whose drawings have 
been featured in the Post-Dispatch 
and in other newspapers and mag- 
azines; .and a daughter, Mra. 
Nathaniel M. Semple, a widow, 
who formerly was Miss Margery 
Ferriss. 

Henry Ferriss arrived in La 
Jolla by airplane shortly before his 
father’s death. He and his mother 
will leave for St. Louis Saturday 
with Judge Ferriss’ body. The time 
of the funeral here has not been 
decided. 

Judge Ferriss was one of 11 sur- 
viving directors of the St. Louis 
World’s Fair, out of 118 members 
of the board. His death leaves 10 
not all now residents of St. Louis.

The present legal maximum per- 
centage of alcohol by weight in 
beer is 3.2, by volume, 4 per cent. 
The new percentages will bring beer 
back to the pre-prohibition stan- 
dard of alcoholic content. 

Other breweries are also con- 
templating an increase in the vol 
ume of alcoholic content of their 
beer but no announcement has 
been made by other plants that the 
heavier beer alfeady is being man- 
ufactured, for sale when legal.

SYSTEM MEANT 
AS AN EXPERIMENT 


It Is Effective Only Until 
April 1, When Permanent 
Method of Control Will 
Be Drafted by Board. 


By the Associated Press. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 10.—The 
oldtime saloon and its bar are 
ruled out in New York State under 
an experimental liquor control plan 
announced by the State’s Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Board. 

After repeal New Yorkers may 
buy liquor only in bona fide hotels, 
restaurants, clubs, dining cars and 
ships. The only restaurants per- 
mitted to sell drinks are those 
which can prove that most of their 
receipts come from the sale of food. 

“They can’t sell just salads and 
gandwiches and get away with it,” 
the board announced. 

Nowhere except at tables may 
liquor be sold and poured for cus- 
tomers. 

Sale of bottled liquor for off- 
premises consumption is to be re- 
stricted to State licensed retail 
liquor stores—a modification of 
the Quebec plan. Neither groceries 
nor any other kind of store can 
sell liquor or wine. The only ex- 
ception is in the case of large gro- 
ceries which have room to set up 
an exclusive wine and liquor divi- 
sion, it was explained, and drug 
stores which can sell a half pint of 
liquor or a quart of wine on pre- 
scription. 

Scale of State Taxes. 

The State will collect 25 cents in 
tax on each quart of liquor sold, 10 
cents a quart on sparkling wines 
and 10 cents a gallon on still wines. 

The board moved immediately to 
fssue license applications. 

Drinking places in New York 
City must pay an annual license of 
$1500. Places in cities between 
100,000 and a million population pay 
at the rate of $1200 a year, else 
where, $750. 

Liquor manufacturers are li- 
oensed for $15,000 a year, and 
wholesalers $4800. 

The State board licenses distil- 
leries and wholesalers. Retailers 
get their licenses through the New 
York City board or the upstate 
county boards. 

Swinging dorfs, partitions and 
colored windows are definitely for- 
bidden, together with the “back 
room” which Edward P. Mulrooney, 
chairman of the board and former 
New York City Police Commission- 
er, regards as a source of harm. 

“Temperance and obedience’ ito 
law and order” were the board’s 
aims, it told Gov. Lehman in a let- 
ter accompanying the plan. 

Plan in Effect Till April 1. 

Experience in enforcing the plan, 
which takes effect immediately on 
repeal next month, will be valuable 
in helping the board recommend 
a permanent plan to the Legisla- 
ture, Chairman Mulrooney told 
Gov. Lehman. The plan is effective 
only during the period ending 
April 1. 

The board moved immediately to 
license distilleries, wholesalers and 
retailers for off-premises and on- 
premises consumption. Employes 
of the first two liquor agencies 
must be finger-printed and photo- 
grapher. 

Fines up to $200 and sentences 
up to six months are provided for 
violations. Special “services” to 
liquor dealers are prohibited— 
a blow at rackets. 

Liquor and wines can neither be 
distributed nor sold in anything 
except glass bottles, up to one 
quart capacity. No retail sales can 
be made on credit. No one who is 
intoxicated or under 18 years old 
can buy. Places selling drinks 
must close at 3 a. m. week-days 
and cannot open before 2 p. m. 
Sundays.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—Thse 
Roosevelt administration has acted 
to get $150,000,000 into the corn belt 
by Christmas under a new corn 
loan plan for farmers. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
announced that loans would be 
made on corn warehoused of 
farms at the rate of 45 cents a 
bushel, irrespective of the distance 
of the farms to market. The loans 
will go to farmers who join the 
Farm Administration’s production 
control plan and agree to reduce 
corn acreage 20 per cent and hog 
production 25 per cent during the 
next year. 

The Commodity Credit Corpora 
tion will make the loans from funds 
supplied by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. 

In states where there are farm 
warehouse acts, the loans will be 
on the security of corn in sealed 
bins on farms, while in states with- 
out such laws the loans will be 
made where the corn is placed in 
a public bondéd warehouse.

The Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration is preparedto advance 
more than $150,000,000. Some farm 
officials estimated that $200,000,000 
in loans may be sought by pro- 
ducers. 

The first corn loan program an- 
nounced provided for loans based 
on 50 cents a bushel for No. 2 De- 
cember corn at Chicago. This 
meant that the loan value of @ 
farmer’s corn decreased in propor- 
tion to the distance he lived from 
Chicago. There also was a de 
crease as the grade of corn fell. 

Grading of Corn. 

Corn grades are based largely on 
moisture content and new corn is 
heaviest in moisture content and 
for most of the corn belt rarely 
grades higher than No. 3 or No. 4. 

The new plan contemplates dis- 
posing of the grading problem in 
a new way. The “loans will be on 
the basis of 45 cents per bushel on 
the farm, with adjustment of cubic 
measure per bushel to allow for 
variations in moisture content,” 
Wallace’s announcement said. “The 
change will permit a higher aver- 
age loan value on farm-stored corn 
than would otherwise have been 
obtained.” 

Details of the cubic measure 
plan are being worked out under 
direction of H. A. Laird, Boone, Ia., 
and William 8. Bradley of the Al 
justment Administration. 

They expect that corn grading as 
Nos. 1, 2,3 and 4, ordinarily will 
come within the classification of 
“merchantable.” The principle of 
the plan is that more corn with a 
high moisture content will be re- 
quired to form a bushel. This is to 
allow for shrinkage as corn drys 
out.

St. Louis Will Get $443,000 of $798,- 
686 Made Available for 
State. 


Federal relief funds will enable 
Citizens’ Committee to pay its No-

that $798,686 had been allotted to 
Missouri.

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PROPOSAL TO DIVERT AUTO 
LICENSE FEES 1S NULLIFIED 


CITY, Nov. 10.— 
Senator Casey’s resolution for sub- 
mission of a constitutional amend- 
ment for diversion of the automo- 
bile license fee and ¢:soline tax 
collections from road building pur- 
poses was practically nullified by 
amendments agreed to in the Sen- 
ate Committee on Constitutional 
Amendments yesterday.

PREVAILING WAGE. ACT 
IN EFFECT ON DEC. € 


Mayor Dickmann in. Signing 
Measure Issues Explanatory 
Statement. 


The prevailing wage scale bill, 


passed recently by the Board of 
Aldermen, was signed yesterday by 
Mayor Dickmann and will become 
efective Dec 8. 

Atfer signing the bill, the Mayor 
issued the following statement: 
“Everyone knows that some of the 
worst evils we have had were a 
result of not having an ordinance 
of this kind. Some employers 
brought in outside labor, beating 
the wage scale down so as to pro- 
voke controversy and such bitter- 
ness that it was nétessary to po- 
lice jobs. This is contrary to pub- 
lic policy and my specific platform, 
in which I stated I would encour- 
age local labor on public works 
under satisfactory conditions. The 
old policy cost taxpayers money.” 
The bill provides for a 30-hour 
week, an eight-hour day and mini- 
mum wage rates’. established 
through collective bargaining. A 
maximum of human labor is to be 
used on public works, with prefer- 
ence being given to war veterans 
with families and unemployed 
heads of families. The bill applies 
to all work let by the city. 
A similar bill passed by the Al- 
dermen was vetoed by Mayor Dick- 
mann because of doubt concerning 
its legality, and the new bill was 
drawn by the City Counselor’s office. 
The ordinance was opposed by the 
Chamber of Commerce, which con- 
tended that it would increase the 
burden on taxpayers. 
A wage scale bill adopted during 
the Kiel administration was re- 
pealed after six months’ trial when 
contractors declined to bid on pub- 
lic works on the ground that it was 
impossible to dispose of tax bills.

HITLER APPEALS BY RADIO 
TO LABOR; SAYS GERMANY 
WANTS TO BE LET ALONE 


Assails Peace Pact as Seeking to Perpetuate 
Victor-and-Vanquished Status— Facto- 
ries Suspend So Men Can Hear Him.

BERLIN, Nov. 10. — Chancellor 
Hitler, addressing German labor, de- 
fied foreign nations today in a cam- 
paign speech. 
The election will be held Sunday. 
Only the names of Nazi candidates 
for the Reichstag will appear on 
the ballot. 
The German populace gathered 
through the nation to hear Hitler 
through loud speakers set up at 
vantage points everywhere before 
they go to the polls. 
Hitler served notice that Ger- 
many never would again meet other 
nations around the table of dip- 
lomacy unless equality were vouch- 
safed. , 
In a voice that often was ' about 
to break with emotion, he reiter- 
ated Germany’s desire for peace 
and declared the nation wanted 
nothing except to be left alone and 
work out its own salvation. 
After he had spoken 12 minutes 
the radio hookup that carried his 
voice to every part of the Reich 
suddenly ceased to function. The 
radios resumed, however, after 
four minutes.

MACDONALD COMPARES

England Recovering “Without 
Currency Manipulation” and

RUSSIA PROTESTS TO TOKIO 
OVER JAPANESE ARMY FLIGHT 


Military Planes in Manchurian 
Area Alleged to Have Entered 


Soviet Territory. 
By the Associated Press. 


MOSCOW, Nov. 10.—Constantine 
Yureneff, representative of Soviet 
Russia in Tokio, has handed to the 
Japanese Government a vigorous 


protest against the reported flight 
of Japanese military planes over 
Soviet territory near the Manchu- 
rian frontier on Nov. 3. 

“I am authorized by the Soviet 
Government,” said the note, “to 
declare a decisive protest against 
this rude and unprecedented action.

BACKS GERMAN WITHDRAWAL 
FROM LEAGUE OF NATIONS 


Head of World . Alliance for Inter- 
national Friendship Says Oth- 
ers Didn’t Keep Promises, 

By the Associated Press. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 10.—Dr. 
William P. Merrill of New York, 
president of the World Alliance for 
International Friendship, said to- 
day Germany had “real justifica- 
tion” for her withdrawal from the 
disarmament conference “in the 
failure of the nations to keep their 
promises” on disarmament. 
“Nations have entered into 
agreement they knew were neither 
just nor practicable, through the 
working of unworthy motives,” he 
declared before the Alliance’ s Good- 
will Congress. 
Denying that economic or politic- 
al difficulties were largely respon- 
sible for world ills, Dr. Merrill as- 
serted: 
“All this dreary course of revis- 
ion of terms; repudiation of prom- 
ises, estrangement between nations, 
refusal to discuss details, is in the 
last analysis due to a moral cow- 
ardice, a plain refusal to look facts 
in the face and tell the truth to 
all the world.”

Mr. Roosevelt’s Gold Policy. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM a Republican, I did not vote for 

Roosevelt and I do not. believe his 
gold-buying program is going to solve 
our money problem. But I think he has 
a hard enough job, is working at it hon- 
estly and, therefore, sho be relieved of 
all such childish critic as Mr. Bris- 
bane offers in the first paragraph of his 
column recently in the Post-Dispatch, 
wherein he says: — ' 

“What a bargain the United States 
could have had if, instead of going off 
the gold basis and then buying gold, with 
punctured dollars, it had contracted for 
all the gold it wanted, for regular dollars, 
and had then gone off the gold basis with 
the gold bars stored away in Washington. 
Thet is what ‘best minds’ might have 
done, but it would hardly be worthy of a 
United States President.” 

If Mr. Brisbane’s formula had been 
followed and we had bought gold before 
suspending (we have not abo'ished) the 
gold standard, we would have been only 
trading one gold dollar for another, as 
our dollar then called for a dollar ih gold. 
That is what being on the gold standard 
means. And, again, bidding up the price 
of anything, even gold, does not neces- 
sarily mean that we are going to get what 
we bid on. Anyone who has attended 
an auction knows that bids are not all 
buys. A flood of gold does not seem to 

-have set in for the United States in re- 
sponse to the bidding done so far. 

I have a suspicion that the much- 
taiked-of “secrecy” to be maintained 
about our gold buying is for the purpose 
of hiding, if possible, the small amount 
of gold we are getting: rather than the 
Jarge amount. ’ 

It would seem that Mr. Brisbane has 
his eye on the wrong end of the proces- 
gion of events -and has misconceived the 
whole gold-buying plan or, it might be 
better to say, gold-bidding plan. 

The President’s plan undoubtedly is not 
to buy large quantities of gold at a high 
price. He could not bid the price high 
enough to get very much of it so long as 
gold is regarded as good for basic money 
by any number of other nations, as these 
nations will be in the market constantly 
at the higher and higher prices. 

We should not lose sight of the fact 
that, if the President is doing anything 
really to gold, he is doing it to our own 
stock of gold as well as to world gold. 
As we hold from two-fifths to one-half of 
all the monetary gold in the world, we 
cannot be hurting ourselves very much 
in advancing the world price of a com- 
modity of which we hold such a prepon- 
derating quantity. 

The purpose of the President is not to 
buy gold at a high price with “punctured” 
dollars, but to inflate the prices of our 
products. We will not have to charter 
any ships to carry the gold here which 
the President buys under his program of 
bidding up the price of gold, but we may 
have to use more ships to carry our prod- 
ucts to other countries at inflated prices. 

Even if he fails, the President should 
not be subject to such erroneous criticism 


offered by Mr. Brisbane.

LABOR ON TRIAL. 

Within the past few days, bombings have occurred 
at the homes of four non-union clothing workers, 
causing damage estimated at $1850. A reign of terror 
has been created to further the cause of unionization. 
Who is responsible for these outrages? The police 
have picked up union leaders for questioning, and 
they deny knowledge of the bombings, except to voice 
their suspicion that they are framed to alienate pub- 
lic sympathy from the union cause. If the union 
leaders have any evidence to that effect, let them 
present it. Until*they do so, the public will draw 
the conclusion that criminal elements within the 
union are responsible. 

We are in sympathy with the effort of unions fo 
obtain recognition, but if their fight is to be con- 
ducted with bomb and gun, it deserves only the bit- 
terest condemnation. Labor is entering a new era in 
In Section 7A of the NIRA, it 


7A, even the grimmest of unionization’s traditional 
foes, like the steel] and coal magnates of Pennsyl- 
vania, have agreed to union recognition. But labor’s 
new charter and the gains it has made will be lost 
unless union leaders can hold in check the plug- 
uglies who have no code but violence. We repeat 
here what we said on this subject Sept. 6: 

The workers belittle the greatest movement in 
history when they use violence; when they set 
upon the unorganized; when they bomb buildings 
built with non-union labor; when they hoot and 
jeer the non-conformist. They should not go be- 
yond persuasion. They have the facts upon their 
side. They have the Government upon their side. 
They have the terrible depression upon their side. 
Time fights upon their side. 

In an article on “The A. F. of L. and Its Rack- 
eteers,” Harold Seidman, writing in the Nation, says: 


For the first time in history, the American 
Government is aiding organized labor. The NRA 
has abolished the “yellow dog” contract and guar- 
anteed every worker the right of collective bar- 
gaining. But labor needs'more than this. If 
it is to go forward and prosper, it must have 
new, honest, courageous leaders who can con- 
solidate these gains.. The new labor leader must 
be a man who commands the respect of both the 
employer and the worker. The American Fed- 
eration of Labor, as it is now organized, cannot 
provide this leadership. 

The Federal Government should hold an inves- 
tigation, through one of its agencies, to deter- 
mine why the A. F. of L. and its affiliates, espe- 
cially in New York, New Jersey and Chicago, 
consistently block all efforts to sweep out the 
czars and their gangsters. Labor should no longer 
be permitted to stand above the law. After 
thorough investigation, a code of fair practice 
should be drawn up for labor unions. The cap- 
italist labor leader, the czar who extorts money 
from employers and members of the union, the 
stacked constitutions, the paid gangsters, must 
all be eliminated. If organized labor in the 
United States is to survive, it must have a com- 
plete New Deal and a complete new leadership. 


We concur in those sentiments, and the first of 
the reforms cited by Mr. Seidman that must be in- 
stituted is elimination of gunmen and bombers. La- 
bor’s place is at the conference table and not in dark 
alleys, plotting and executing violence, but if it 
continues to lurk in the alleys, it must forfeit its 
place at the conference table. The American people 
are fair and sportsmanlike. They agree with labor’s 
reasonable demands, but they cannot condone mid- 
night explosions, though they be committed in the 
greatest of causes. They cannot condone slugging 
and shooting and other terrorist tactics. It is the 
use of violence, past and present, that makes labor’s 


Labor is on trial in the United States today as it 
has never been before. On its behavior during the 
coming year and on the quality of its leadership 
hangs its future. Only by ousting its gangsters and 
racketeers and campaigning fairly for its rights can 
it fulfill the great promise offered it by the present 
administration.

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A QUALIFIED MAN. 

If President Roosevelt’s appointment of former 
Mayor Murphy of Detroit to the important post of 
Governor-General of the Philippines was based chief- 
ly on political considerations, that of Prof. J. Ralston 
Hayden of the University of Michigan as Vice-Gover- 
nor can be accounted for by the nominee’s particular 
fitness for service in Manila. Prof. Hayden’s knowl- 
edge of the Filipinos and their problems is first hand. 
His first visit was during the years of the late L.eon- 
ard Wocd’s governorship, and his studies and -subse- 
quent writings qualified him for membership on?the 
Carmi Thompson Commission, which the United 
States Government later sent to the Philippines to 
report on conditions there. More recently, he has 
filled the post of an exchange professor in Manila. 
Moreover, since the Vice-Governor is also Secretary 
of Public Instruction in the islands, Dr. Hayden, as 
an experienced educator, is doubly equipped for his 
post. He should prove a good adviser for Governor- 
General Murphy, and in his own right be able to bring 
about a better understanding of Uncle Sam’s feeling 
for the people of his far-removed oceanic possession. 
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WAR IN CUBA. 

The,tragedy of Cuba is that, after her factions had 
joined to depose the iyrannous Machado last August, 
they were unable to remain united, and. interne- 
cine warfare has resulted. The moderate’ De Ces- 
pedes Government, which succeeded Machado, held 
power only a few weeks. It was deposed by a revolt 
of the army rank and file, which put Dr. Ramon 
Grau San Martin into office. The Grau Government 
now is fighting desperately to remain in power until 
next May 20, when a constituti$nal convention is 
scheduled, which is to set up a new government, to 
serve until the general elections of November, 1934. 
But the Grau Government is menaced by a varied 
opposition, including army officers, the aviation 
corps, the ABC and OCRR secret societies and Com- 
munist groups in the interior. 

Havana has seen all the horrors of war in the 
last few days, with loyal troops seeking to put down 
the rebel forces, whose purpose is to return De 
Cespedes to office.

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A CASE IN POINT. 
President Roosevelt has said that one of the trou- 
bles with the United States is that too many people 
get something for nothing. That is, too many people 
pull rabbits out of hats and bottle the - iridescence 
of bubbles. 

An excellent case in point is that of the pool in 
Sinclair oil stock, details of which were brought out 
in testimony yesterday before the Senate Banking 
and Currency Committee. The men in the pool made 
a profit of $12,000,000 on a paper investment of $33,- 
900,000. Arthur Cutten, Chicago grain trader, one 
of the big shots of the now lamented bull market, 
engineered the pool. He told the committee that in 
August, 1928, Sinclair came to him and offered to 
sell him 1,300,000 shares of Sinclair Consolidated at 
$30 a share. The stock was then selling at $28. 

“Do you know why Mr. Sinclair came to you?” 
Pecora asked. ,' 

“I presume he wanted to dispose of some stock,” 
Cutten answered. 

(Business of stuffing handkerchiefs down senatorial 
throats and widespread birth control of unseemly 
guffaws.

Sinclair went to Cutten. Cutten was a Chicago in- 
nocent who would buy anything with good printing 
on it.

This was one of the favorite devices of those 
whose artifice it was to buy stocks, then boom them, 
then sell them to the public, and so leave the in- 
yvestors to hold the sack. Some of our most eminent 
financiers and captains of industry, those who should 
be exemplars to the nation, did it. O tempora, O 
mores! 

This was what happened in the oil pool of which 
the committee learned yesterday. Cutten complains 
that he has a hazy memory as to details. He says 
“four years was a long time ago.” It was a long 
time ago, but every day of that time has been a 
day of woe and suffering for the investor, a day of 
widespread want, of unparalleled unemployment, of 
millions begging for bread. This day, fortunately, is 
different; the reckoning has come. 

Albert H. Wiggin, whose testimony last week is 
said to have roused the members of the committee 
as nothing else that has come out in the expose of 
Wall Street practices, was also a member of the pool. 
The committee was amazed to learn yesterday that 
the profit of $12,000,000 taken out of the Cutten-Sin- 
clair-Wiggin oil pool was made without putting up 
a cent. The stock was not paid for until the pur- 
chasers had resold it to the public. 

Thus did investment in the United States sink to 
the low moral level of a gypsy horse trade. 

Is it any wonder that Congress is determined to 
stop it? 

The men who participated in these unscrupulous 
machinations may justify themselves upon the score 
that the people are suckers. 

They will find that the people are not such suck- 
ers before the representatives of the people get done 
with them. ! 
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INSULL AT SUB-PERIGEE. 

The world, it was cheerfully supposed, had heard 
all there was to be told about Samuel Insull, but the 
man himself has gabbily come forward with a ghast- 
ly disclosure. His fear that, if he returned to Amer- 
ica, he would be “rubbed out,” as the macabre meta- 
phor of his cronies phrases it, is understandable, to 
be sure, but when he goes on to say that, at 74, he ex- 
pects. to live 10 years longer because “I have never 
taken @ drink,” the fellow actually punctures nadir. 
No amiable weakness, no engaging veniality, just a 
ruthless mercenary who knew no god but Mammon, 
who never had an urge to look musingly in on the 
diverting night life of Olympus. A tee-totaler. Seal 
tight the cap on the milk-flask of human kindness 
and let him trudge the abstemious cobblestones, 
“chanting the cold dirges of the baffled, the sullen 
hymns of defeat.” 


EDUCATION TO THE FORE. 

Education occupies the position of front and cen- 
ter. We are not only in the midst of American Edu- 
cation week, during which a wide variety of educa- 
tional themes is being discussed throughout the 
country, but St. Louis just now has for its guests 
some 6000 members of the Missouri State Teachers’ 
Associationy who are here for their seventy-first an- 
nual convention. The news columns contain reports 
of their deliberations on many problems, not the least 
of which is, as President Coffman of the University 
of Minnesota brings out, the obligation to help keep 
up the morale of the people in a time of adversity. 

The situation at Jefferson City, moreover, forces 
the cause of public education to the attention of this 
State as perhaps never before. Urging the passage 
of Gov. Park’s proposed sales tax, State Superinten- 
dent of Schools Lee is driving home the fact that 
sharp reductions in local revenues have precipitated 
a crisis that is well-nigh State-wide. His hard, cold 
figures make us realize that, whereas only recently we 
were regarding with pity the plight of the Chicago 
teachers, it is now high time to check over conditions 
at home. It has come to where we must frankly ask, 
as Chancellor Chase of New York University sug- 
gests, whether we believe in popular education. 
_But if the difficulties which the schools face seem 
overwhelming, the outlook is not all dark. The NRA’s 
death blow to child labor should be inspiring to every- 
one, connected with professional education or not. 
Allotments of money from the Public Works Admin- 
istration offer the means for inaugurating educa- 
tional] opportunities long denied to many communi- 
ties. Pioneers step out here and there. By legisla- 
tive enactment, West Virginia abolishes its several 
thousand school districts and, with the county as a 
unit, prepares the way for vast savings and improved 
standards. Everywhere curricula are being pruned 
of excrescences which sprouted during the boom. For 
every closed school in Southern Illinois, a hopeful 
sign is raised somewhere. *

Managed Reflation 


HE one clearest aspect of the adminis- 
T tration’s monetary policy is its inten- 

tion. In general terms, we know what it 
is meant to accomplish. It is designed to 
raise the prices of those goods which have 
fallen the most, so that those who produce 
those goods may have incomes to buy other 
goods and to pay their debts. 

The evil of a deflation lies in the fact that 
some prices fall more than others. If in 
good times it took one bushel of wheat to 
buy a pair of overalls, there is trouble if it 
suddenly takes two bushels of wheat to buy 
the overalls. This trouble is called the dis- 
parity of prices. To correct the evil of dis- 
parity, the price of wheat in dollars must 
rise, or the price of overalls must.fall; that 
is to say, the two prices must come together 
until one bushel of wheat again buys one 
pair of overalls. This correction of dispar- 
ity in prices is now generally called reflation. 

It is very necessary, in managing a refla- 
tion, to keep continually in mind that the 
evil to be corrected is disparity in prices. 
For example, if wheat at $2 will buy a pair 
of overalls at $2, and then if wheat falls to 
$1 while overalls stay at $2, you have dis- 
parity. The farmer cannot buy overalls; the 
maker of overalls is thrown out of work. 
That is the kind of evil we have been  suf- 
fering from. 

But now, supposing that, by some mone- 
tary stunt, you doubled all prices. Wheat 
would then be $2 and overalls $4. Would 


you have gained anything? Yeu would not. — 


What you want is to have the price of over- 
alls stand still, or even to fall, while the 
price of wheat rises. 

Now this is, of course, a great simplifica- 
tion of our real situation, but it may help 
to fix in mind the principle of a sound 
price reflation.

It is interesting to examine what has hap- 
pened to American price relationships since 
President Roosevelt took office.

using too many figures, Mr. Mills finds that . 


from March to July the reflation worked al- 
most exactly as one would have desired in 
order to correct disparities of prices and 
bring the economic system into balance. But 
he finds also that from July to September 
the tendency has been to increase the dis- 
parities and so to make it more difficult for 
goods to be exchanged. His findings, which 


. are supported by closely analyzed statistics, 


correspond with the general sense of the 
country. Up to July, it was generally be- 
lieved that recovery was proceeding rapidly; 
since July, there has been disappointment 
and a sense that recovery was halted. 
What was the evidence of a reflation be- 
tween March and July? Ignore prices stated 
in dollars, and measure what certain classes 
of commodities will exchange for, that is, 
buy, in terms of other classes of commodi- 
ties. In February, 1933, the raw products 
of American farms could buy, at wholesale, 


only 64 per cent of what they bought in July,

1929. On the other hand, manufactured 
goods could buy 111 per cent. These are 
examples of what is meant by disparity. 
Either farm prices were too low or manu- 
factured goods too high. Until the gap was 
closed, farm products and manufactured 
goods could not be exchanged successfully. 

Now what happened between February 
and July? The purchasing power of raw 
farm products rose from 64 to 82 per cent; 
the purchasing power of manufactured 
goods fel! from 111 per cent to 106 per cent. 
The gap had not been closed, but it was clos- 
ing. Trade was reviving. Recovery was 
under way. Now look at what happened 
between July and September. Farm prices 
fell from 82 to 78; manufactured goods rose 
from 106 to 107. The gap was opening again. 

The tendency was in the wrong direction. 
The country felt it instantly, and the doubt 
and discontent of the past three months have 
reflected it. 


« * * 


These figures are, I repeat, merely sam- 
ples. But they illustrate the problem of the 
administration. It is not simply a problem 
of how to raise prices. It is a problem of 
how to raise some prices and how to hold 
down, and even to depress, other prices. 
For what is needed is to close the gaps 
which the depression has opened, and that 
means not only raising farm and raw ma- 
terial prices, but holding down retail prices 
and pushing down prices entering into cap- 
ital equipment. For the prices of capital 
goods are still inordinately high, as com- 
pared with other goods. 

The administration has recognized this 


fact, in forcing the steel companies to lower 


the price of steel rails. But it has not rec- 
ognized the principle widely enough in its 
general policy. Under the AAA, it has strug- 
gled valiantly to raise farm prices. It is 
also doing its utmost to raise them by de- 
preciating the dollar. But under the NRA, 
it has permitted, and even occasionally en- 
couraged, a rise in the prices of manufac- 
tured goods. Yet such a rise defeats and 
counteracts its efforts to raise farm prices. 

If we are to have a aged reflation, 
there must be real manag nt.

FUND TRANSFER OPENS 


City Employes Instructed on 
Getting Out Vote for 
Special Election.~ 


The Administration’s cam- 
paign for passage of the hospital 
bond issue transfer, at a special 


election Nov. 21, ‘was inaugurated 
yesterday at a meeting in City Hall 
rotunda attended by about 2000 per- 
sons, mostly city employes, 

It is proposed to transfer $1,- 
500,000, originally appropriated in 
1923 for construction of the north- 
east approach to the Municipal 
Bridge, to the hospital fund, where 
$700,000 will be utilized to complete 
the new Negro hospital at Goode 
avenue and St. Ferdinand streets, 
and the remainder to construct a 
new children’s puildjng at Koch 
Hospital, and to reconstruct the 
observation ward at City Hospital. 
The proposal to build the northeast 
approach has been abandoned. 

City employes were told that a 
two-thirds majority of the votes 
cast is necessary for passage of the 
transfer, and were instructed in 
methods of getting out the vote. 
Speakers included Mayor Dick- 
mann, City Counselor Hay, Assist- 
ant Comptroller Cunningham, Hos- 
pital Commissioner Thompson and 
Dr, Oral S. McClelland, superin- 
tendent of City Hospital No. 2. All 
employes were given stickers to put 
on jtheir automobiles and pledge 
cayds containing blanks for 19 
ames. 

The issue at the special election 
is non-political. Democratic and 
Republican city central committees 
have advocated the transfer. The 
political significance is that the 
new Negro hospital is one of May- 
or Dickmann’s campaign planks. 
Completion of it will help the 
standing of his party with the Ne- 
groes, who ordinarily are largely 
Republican. 

The transfer proposal failed of 
passage at the municipal election 
last April. At that time it re- 
ceived a majority of the votes cast, 
but not the two-thirds majority”

Senate Group for 1 1-2 to 
3c Levy on Beer.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 10.— 
Low whisky taxes to hold down the 
price of liquor and thus discourage 


bootleggers, have been decided on 
by the committees of the Senate 
and House charged with the ,writ- 
ing of the liquor control bills. 

A subcommittee of the Senate 
Judiaciary and Criminal Jurispru- 
dence Committees last night fixed 
the tax at 50 cents a gallon, just 
half the amount recommended by 
Gov. Park in his message convening 
the Legislature in special session. 
The 50-cent tax was fixed by the 
Criminal Justice Committee of the 
House which reported a bill yester- 
day. 

Administration leaders have esti- 
mated that about 3,000,000 gallons 
of whisky would be consumed in 
Missouri a year. This would pro- 
duce a revenue of $1,500,000, which 
under the Senate bill would be di- 


vided 60 per cent to the State and) 


40 per cent to the cities or counties 
on the basis,of amount sold in each. 

The Senate subcommittee has 
virtually decided to place the li- 
censing of dealers and their regula- 
tion in a liquor commissioner to be 
appointed by and to be a subordi- 
nate of the State Treasurer, instead 
of placing the power in the hands 
of the Food and Drug Commission- 
er, a subordinate of the Health 
Commissioner appointed by the 
Governor. 

The Senate bill would place the 
tax on 3.2 per cent beer at 1% cents 
a gallon, and on beer of higher al- 
coholic content than 3.2 at 3 cents 
a gallon, the tax fixed by the House 
Committee. 

The Senate bill is being prepared 
by Senators Casey, Clark, Donnelly, 
Brogan and Terry, with Senators 
Clark and Donnelly doing the actual 
work of writing it. Much progress 
was made last night in its prepara- 
tion, and it is the expectation of 
the committee that it will be ready 
for submission to the Senate not 
later than Wednesday.

Many Chickens at ‘Low Prices 
Also Found in 
‘ Markets. 


Missouri turkeys are being rushed 
to markets rather earlier than 
usual and prices are low, with the 
prospect of Thanksgiving turkeys 
being both plentiful and reasonably 
priced. 
Chickens are a good buy just now 
at the prices quoted. One dealer 
stated yesterday that many farmers 
were sending in chickens in greater 
quantities than ever before to save 
the expense of further expenses of 
chicken feed at present cost. 
Selection of k owls. 
Many of us are fortunate enough 
to be able to buy chicken and tur- 
key already cleaned and ready for 
the oven. 
Others, however, who cannot do 
this, or find it cheaper to buy fowls 
not dressed, may appreciate sug- 
gestions given below. 
In selecting any kind of poultry, 
shortness of wings and legs, plump- 


is round and full are worth consid- 
ering because this generally indi- 
cates a thicker meated carcass. 
Detecting the age of poultry is 
usually accomplished by examining 
the hardness of the breast bone, In 
the young, this bone is pliable while 
in the more mature, it is hard and 
firm. Other indications of youth 
are smooth soft skin, legs and feet 
smooth and bright. 

The first step in the preparation 
of a fowl for cooking is to remove 
the pin feathers with a sharp point- 


by holding the bird over a flame, 
turning all the time in order not to 
char any portion, yet to insure the 
burning off of the hairs. 

Very often the head, feet and ten- 
dons are not removed at the mar- 
ket; use a cleaver, or large knife 
to chop off .the head. Cut through 
the skin around the leg, about one 
and one-half inches below the joint, 
being careful not to cut the ten- 
dons. Place the leg with this cut 
at the edge of the table, and break 
the bone, pressing downward. The 
bird should be held with the left 
hand and with the right pull off the 
foot and with it the tendons. Then 
remove the remainder of the leg 
at the joint. 

Drawing and Cleaning Method. 

Scrub thoroughly in warm water, 
using a vegetable brush if desired. 
Wipe dry and cut the Skin of neck 
in the back; remove the crop and 
windpipe. Then make an incision 
around the vent and up toward the 
breast bone. Insert two fingers, 
loosen the fat from the skin and 
separate the membranes lying close 
to the body. Keep the fingers close 
to the breastbone until they reach 
the liver and heart and loosen 
them upon either side, working the 
fingers back and forth. Remem- 
ber that the gall bladder lies under 
the liver at the left side, and, if 
broken, the contents will make ev- 
ery portion of the meat that it 
comes in contact with bitter and 
unsuitable for food, therefore, be 
very careful when removing the 
liver from the body. 
trails are loosened, carefully draw 
out, holding the gizzard firmly with 
three fingers. Remove the kidneys 
and lungs which adhere closely to 
the body. Then remove the oil 
sack which lies just above the tail. 
After the bird has been drawn it 
should be carefully washed inside 
in order to insure the removal of 
all parts not wanted for food. Wipe 
dry inside and out with a clean 
towel. Remove the gizzard, heart 
and liver from the contents drawn 
from the fowl, being careful not to 
cut the gall bladder when cutting 
out the liver. Squeeze the blood 
from the heart and cut off the 
large vessel close to the top of it. 
Make a lengthwise incision through 
the fleshy parts of the gizzard and 
remove the inside sack without 
breaking it. Wash these giblets 
thoroughly so they may be usé€d 
with the rest of the chicken. 

Trussing Suggestions. 

To truss a fowl, draw the thighs 
up close to the body, cross the legs 
over the vent and tie firmly with 
twine. Put a skewer through one 
of the thighs into the body and out 
through the opposite thigh and an- 
other in like manner through the 
wings. Draw the wings and thigh 
closely together and tie firmly 
with twine. Remove the neck close 
to the body, but do not cut the 
skin. Draw the skin back over 
the opening and tie securely. 

Since poultry as a rule has little 
or no fat in the meat under the 
skin, the bird should be larded by 
laying a thin strip of salt pork or 
bacon over the breast and legs aft- 
er the carcass has been placed on 
its back in the roasting pan. 

When preparing a fow] for frieas- 
seeing prepare as for roasting, but, 
instead of trussing, cut the legs 
from the carcass, then remove the 
wings, separate the breast from the 
remainder of the carcass and split 
into two pieces, then cut each por- 
tion in half. Separate the drum:

For six large oyster sandwiches 
use four dozen large oysters. Drain 
the oysters thoroughly, dip each one 
in beaten egg seasoned with salt 
and pepper and mixed with one ta- 
blespoon cold water (it will take 
two eggs for four dozen oysters). 
Then roll the oysters in white corn- 
meal or fine cracker crumbs and 
let stand to dry while you make 12 
slices of toast from fresh bread. 

Heat a heavy frying pan and add 
about one-half inch of shortening. 
Heat until very hot, then drop in 
the oysters and fry until brown 
on one side, turn and brown on the 
other. Place the oysters on the 
toast, allowing six to eight to each 
sandwich. Cover with lettuce and 
serve with tartar sauce and cole 
slaw. It is important to have the 
toast and everything ready so that 
the sandwiches may be served as 
soon as made. Serve on hot plates.

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MYSTERY CHOCOLATE 
FROSTING REVEALED 


Two Kinds of Sugar and Evap- 
orated Milk Used in 
Recipe. 


How can a cake frosting be 
neither cooked nor uncooked? We 
were stumped by that one, too— 
and then found the answer. It 
sounds like a mystery, but it can 


be done. 

‘One of our friends, in charge of 
an experimental kitchen, where 
miracles seem to happen occasion- 
ally, sent us the explanation. 

The evaporated milk called for is 
heated and then taken off the fire. 
The egg is added—enough warmth 
being present in the milk to avoid 
a raw-egg flavor. And two kinds 
of sugar are used, brown and con- 
fectioners’. That’s new! Here’s the 
way to do it: 

Chocolate Frosting. 
One-fourth cup evaporated milk. 
Two squares bitter chocolate. 
One-half pound brown sugar. 
One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One egg. 

One-half pound confectioners’ 
sugar. 

One-half teaspoon vanilla. 

Melt chocolate in milk over boil- 
ing water. Stir to blend well. Add 
brown sugar and salt and continue 
stirring until blended. Beat in egg. 
Remove from heat, add confection- 
ers’ sugar and vanilla and beat un- 
til cool and smooth. Yield: Suffi- 
cient for frosting two layers gen- 
erously. 

This frosting turns out glistening 
smooth, rich and holds its moisture.

SIMPLE EXPLANATION 
OF COOKERY TERMS 


Types of White Sauce Defined 
‘for Bride’s Cook 
Book. 


We are so often asked by brides 
what is meant by various terms in 
cookery that we begin today a se- 
ries of articles which some may 


like to paste in their cook books 
or on a card for recipes files. 

They will be simple explanations 
of what may be familiar to many 
of our readers, but not to younger 
cooks who are just entering the 
field of home economics. 

For the first, 
we choose - white 
sauce so com- 
monly used with 
vegetables, sal- 
mon, tuna fish 
or croquettes. 

Sometimes the 
recipe calls for 
thin sauce, again 
for medium and, 
still again, for 
thick sauce. 

In all the 
amount of milk # 
used is the same, 
but the butter 
and flour is va- 
ried, as the following recipes show: 

Thin White Sauce. 

One cup of milk, one tablespoon 
flour, one tablespoon butter, one- 
quarter teaspoon salt, pepper. 

Medium White Sauce. 

One cup milk, two tablespoons 
flour, two tablespoons butter, one- 
quarter teaspoon salt, pepper. 

Thick White Sauce. 

One cup milk, four tablespoons 
flour, four tablespoons butter, one- 
quarter teaspoon salt, pepper. 

Melt butter, add flour slowly— 
stir until smooth, then add milk 
gradually. Cook until thickened, 
stirring all the time. Add salt and

RECIPES FOR NEXT WEEK 


Ginger Custard Pie. 

Beat three eggs a little, add one- 
half teaspoon salt and six table- 
Spoons sugar. Have ready a pint 
and a half of milk in which have 
been blended over the fire one and 
one-half tablespoons of butter and 
three tablespoons flour. (Blend tun- 
til boiling point is reached and mix- 
ture is thickened.) Cool, then pour 
milk mixture over eggs and sugar 
in bowl, stirring gently. Add two 
cups of stale gingerbread crumbs 
and half a cup of seeded raisins. 
Pour into a rather deep pie plate 
lined with thin paste, and bake un- 
til firm. ° 


Roast Pork Shoulder Stuffed. 
Have the butcher skin a trim- 


med, fresh shoulder of medium to 
large size and remove bones. Wipe 
meat with damp cloth. Lay the 
boned shoulder, fat side down, and 
carefully cut a few gashes in the 
parts where meat is, thickest so 
that it will hold more stuffing. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper. Pile 
in some of the hot stuffing, begin 
to sew the edges of the shoulder 
together to form a pocket, and 
gradually work in the rest of the 
stuffing, not packing it, but put- 
ting in lightly as much as the 
shoulder will hold. 

The recipe for stuffing makes 
the right quantity for a three or 
four pound shoulder; for a larger 
shoulder make the stuffing on the 
basis of three cups of breadcrumbs 
and'‘increase the other ingredients 
proportionately. Rub the outside 
of the stuffed shoulder with salt, 
pepper and flour. 
on a rack in an open pan without 
water. 

Sear the meat for 30 minutes, or 
until lightly browned in a hot 
oven (480 degrees F.).. Then re- 
duce the oven temperature rapidly 
to very moderate heat (300 to 325 
degrees F.), and continue roasting 
at this temperature until the meat 
is tender. A four-pound shoulder 
will require about three and one- 
half hours to cook when these 
oven temperatures are used. 

Savory Sfuffing. 

Two cups fine dry bread crumbs. 
One-fourth cup chopped celery. 
Two tablespoons butter. 

One tablespoon chopped onion. 

One tablespoon chopped parsley. 

One-eighth teaspoon savory sea- 
soning. 

Three-fourths teaspoon salt. 

One-eighth teaspoon pepper. 
Melt the butter in a frying pan, 

add the celery, onion and. parsley, 
and cook for a few minutes. Then 
add the bread crumbs and. other 
seasonings and stir until well mixed 
and hot. 


Scalloped Salmon.

Place a 
layer of the salmon in the bottom 
of a greased baking dish, add some 
of sauce, then another layer of 
salmon, and so on until all ingredi- 
ents are used. Cover top with the 
buttered bread crumbs and bake in 
a moderate oven until the sauce 
bubbles up and the crumbs are 
brown. 
Broiled Canned Peaches. 


Drain halves of canned peaches 
from the syrup, place in a shallow 
baking dish, pit side up, pour over 
them a small quantity of melted 
butter, and add a very little salt. 
Broil under a flame or bake in the 
oven until the peaches are hot 
through and lightly browned. Serve | 
hot as dessert. 

Baked Cabbage. 


Put a layer of boiled cabbage into 
a greased baking dish, then a layer 
of white sauce, season with salt and 
pepper. Continue until the ingredi- 
ents are all used. Cover the top 
of the mixture with crumbs mixed 
with butter and a dash of nutmeg. 
Bake in a moderate oven for about 
20 minutes or until crumbs are 
brown. 


Beet and Kidney Stew. 


Soak a beef kidney in cold salted 
water for an hour, then drain; cut 
lengthwise in half and then in 
small pieces, cutting out the tough 
center membranes. Cut one pound 
lean stewing beef in small, even- 
shaped pieces, and mix with the 
kidney. Season three tablespoons 
flour with one teaspoon salt and 
one-quarter teaspoon black pepper. 
Mix this with the meat. Melt one- 
quarter cup shortening in a deep 
saucepan, add the meat and stir 
until well browned.

VEGETABLES CANNED 
N VARYING SE 


Government Experts Advise 
Study of Cans When 
Buying. 


As winter comes on, the business 
of keeping the family food bill 
down becomes more than ever a 


-|matter of really knowing food val-|: 


ues. It becomes also a matter of 
knowing your cans, and how much 
the cans hold. Canned tomatoes. 
canned corn and beans and peas, 
canned peaches, and other canned 
goods are for most of us cheaper 
than the fresh foods at this time 
of year. 

How closely do you notice the 
cans? asks the Bureau of Home 
Economics of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. Do you read the 
label, to see what you are getting 
for your money? And having read 
the label, do you keep track of the 
size you bought last week at 10 
cents a can, and compare it with 
the cans you got today at three for 
a quarter—thinking they were a 
bargain? 

There are cans and cans. Unless 


sizes, set up in a row, you may 
not realize how many there are. 


probably would not realize 


Bureau of Agriculture Economics, 
and you will be astonished by the 
difference a fraction of an inch 
can make. 

Cans Numbered. 

One size of can which when 
empty will just slip inside the next 
larger size holds a quarter of a 
pound less corn or lima beans than 
the larger one. And these are com- 
mon sizes of cans for vegetables, 
Mr. Williams points out. One is 
known as the No. 2 can, which 
holds 20 ounces net. The other is 
a little smaller, and holds an even 
pound. It is known to the trade 
as No. 303. The weight of its con- 
tents is about the same as a No. 1 
tall can—16 ounces. But No. 303 
is a different shape. It looks like 
No. 2, but is actually about an 
eighth of an inch shorter, and is a 
quarter of an inch less in diam- 
eter than the No. 2 can. You can 
hardly tell the difference as you 
can see them on the shelves, or 
even in your hand, unless you ob- 
serve them closely. 

Never forget to read the label 
on canned goods. It tells you how 
much the can holds, and helps you 
to get your money’s worth.

NAZI AGENT INDICTED UNDER 
U, S. ACT‘AGAINST ESPIONAGE 


Accused of Representing German 
Pro da Division Without 
Federal Registration. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—A Feder- 
al grand jury today returned an 
indictment charging Heinz Spank- 
noebel, reputed Nazi agent, with 
acting as an agent of the Presse 


Abtheil, a press division of the Min- 
istry of Propaganda of the German 
Government, without registration 
with the State Department. 

The specific offense charged is 
violation of Section 233, Title 22, U. 
S. code, which was adopted in 1917 
as a means of preventing espionage. 
The maximum penalty possible un- 
der the statute is five years’ im- 
prisonment and a $5000 fine. 

The investigation of Spanknoe- 
bel’s activities by the grand jury 
had been under way for three 
weeks and resulted from charges 
made against Spanknoebe] in pro- 
tests made to Mayor John P. 
O’Brien against a proposed German 
day celebration in a local Armory. 
Mayor O’Brien refused to permit 
the celebration or the ground that 
it might result in disorder. 

Spanknoebel has been’ reported 
as having fled to Germany, and 
also as being in hiding in the Unit- 
ed States.

Former St. Louisan Succumbs in

City Officials and P. S. Co. 
Consider Plans for Re-Rout- 
ing Bus Lines. 


Plans for co-ordination of bus 
and street car services, as & result 
of the recent purchase of the Peo- 
ple’s Motor Bus Co. by the Public 
Service Co., were taken up at a 
conference of city officials and 
representatives of the Public Ser- 
vice Co. yesterday afternoon in the 
office of City Counselor Hay. 

Tentative suggestions for rerout- 
ing bus lines were studied but no 
conclusions were reached. Receiver 
Kiel of ‘the Public Service Co. has 
suggested that express bus lines be 
established, wit ha 10-cent fare and 
no transfers. President Brown of 
the Board of Public Service, who 
participated in the conference, said 


that it could be put into operation 
now without taking away busses 
needed for regular service. 

One of the suggestions made by 
the Public Service Co. is to route 
the Lindenwood bus line over Mar- 
ket street in the downtown section, 
and probably all the way out to 
Vandeventer avenue. 

It was suggested that all or most 
of the bus lines could be routed 
over newly-widened Market street 
and Delmar boulevard, removing 
them from Washington avenue and 
other downtown streets. Brown

Billikens Have Weight Edge. 

St. Louis will have a distinct ad- 
wantage in the weights with their 
backs averaging 184 to 165 pounds, 
their line averaging 191 to 182 and 
their team, as a whole, outweighing 
the Miners, 188 to 176. Moreover, 
the Billikens, right now, appear to 
be at the peak of their 1933 form 
while the Miners will be playing 
without two of their most brilliant 
men, Towse and Captain Kirchoff. 
Towse is out for the season as the 
result of an appendicitis operation 
and Kirchoff, who starred at East 
St. Louis High, was injured in 
the Miners’ game with Ottawa last 
week. There is a slight possibility 
that Kirchoff will see some service 
tonight, but his appearance is re- 
garded as very doubtful. 

Besides being. outweighed, the 
Miners will suffer the handicap of 
much weaker opposition than the 
Billikens have had. Losingg the 
opener to Arkansas Tech, 26 to 0, 
the Miners have won from McKen- 
dree, Springfield Teachers and Ot- 
tawa but these teams do not com- 
pare in strength with such Billiken 
opponents as Kansas State, Mis- 
souri, Loyola of the South and 
Wichita.

Louis is paying his opponents the 
compliment of sending in his strong- 
est combination.

Single Standing Pin Problem 
And What to Do About. t)i2 rst et Sh 


Floretta McCutcheon, the world’s 


“In the first place,” answered 
Mrs. McCutcheon, “a great many 


good hits leave one pin standing. 
In fact, you have to have a good 
hit, unless you have had a lot of 
luck, to carry nine pins. On the 
other hand, you get a lot of strikes 
that aren't perfect hits by any 
means, ' 

Ever Hear of Lucky Strikes? 

“The trouble is, when a bowler 
fails to get a strike on a kind of 
hit that perhaps brought him a 
strike on a previous shot, he doesn't 
stop to realize that perhaps he was 
lucky to get the strike. A bowler 
gets many strikes in which the ball 
was a little full or a little light. 

“If we only got strikes when we 
hit the 1-3 pocket perfectly, they 
would be much scarcer than they 
are. So when a single pin stands, 
don’t let it ‘burn you up’ because 
you didn’t get a strike and then 
miss the single pin on the éollow- 
ing shot. 

“Remember, it doesn’t make any 
difference at all, why that single 
pin stood; whether you had a seem- 
ingly perfect hit, and were tapped, 
or whether you were very lucky, 
and got away from a split. Just 
one thing concerns you: the nead 
to get your single pin down with 
your next ball. 

“If you have never gone down 
and looked at the pins set up at the 
pits, do it some day. You will real- 
ize, as it is impossible to do from 
the foul line, how far apart the 
pins really are and why you ‘pick 
a cherry. Look back at the faul 
line. See how narrow it looks from 
that end and it will help you ta

Place a small pad of gauze 
or layer of cotton over the cream— 
then the straps. The elbow straps 
not only help keep-the pads in 
place, but hold the warmth and 
moisture of the skin, thus aiding 
the absorption of the cream.

To have 
potato peels or corncobs taken 
away on another plate makes the 
table more attractive but a clutter 
of bird baths is unattractive and 
unnecessary since all other vege- 
tables (save very thin stewed to- 
matoes) are eaten withgut difficul- 
ty from one’s plate and with a fork. 
Stewed tomatoes without thicken- 
ing are sometimes served in a 
saucer and eaten with a spoon at 
the family table, but NOT accord- 
ing to etiquette.
